Hinduism is awakening to the fact 
that if the great sub-strata of Hfei'du 
•ociety known as the depressed Hasses 
be raised by Christianity, the wfeole 
structure of Hinduism Is theatened 
with overthrow.

“Or course we do a great deal of actual nurs¬ 
ing and that is most Important," Dr. Stephenson 
says, “but another thing, which is even bigger, is 
this: We show women who have thought them¬ 
selves wholly unloved that eome one caree for 
them. They know that there Is a very small 
money consideration given us snd that what wa 
do Is done for love. So they love us. 

“When 1 tee woman physicians struggling for a 
living here and know what a field there Is In India. 
I feel aa though they must be told. 

“The kind of work I have been doing Is a ter¬ 
rific appeal to the sympathies. Ws have to respect 
caste, which makes nearly all of our cases long 
standing. One woman whom I treated came to me 
with her entire arm In a gangrenous condition. 
She bad pricked her finger seven months before, 
at the time of her husband's death. On account 
of her caste she could not to much ae leava the 
house for the seven months, during which time 
septicemia set In and went up as far as her shoul¬ 
der. 1 told her that her arm would have lo be am¬ 
putated. 8he refused absolutely to part with It. 
and died as a result. 

"Another woman burned her knee and turned 
up at the hospital five months later with that part 
of her leg Jn terrible condition. The leg was cut 
off and the woman made a perfect recovery. 

"I went many milea Into the interior to aee an 
Injured woman. She had fallen down a well and 
waa fearfully brulaed all over. I found her lying 
on the floor grinding corn, every turn of her arm 
causing the most Intense agony. 8ba couldn’t 
bear to have me even touch her, ahe waa suffering 
so. I told her husband she had to be taken to the 
hospital or she would die and he asked who would 
rook the bread If she were gone. He refused to 
allow her to go. AU 1 could do was to leava a 
little medicine." 

Dr. Stephenson finds that the natives Invariably 
prefer using ointments lo clean dressings. Women 
come in large numbers to get ointments for rsw 
sores where their husbends have beaten and cut 
them and they are full of gratitude to the doctor 
She finds that those of high class are Juet aa bru¬ 
tally treated and just as grateful ae the lowest. 

Transmigration is one of tbe strongest beliefs 
in India," she says, "and on that account the 
people will not kill any animal, not even a flea. As 
a result the poor homes are overrun with bedbugi 
and other vermin, which spread all sorts of fevers 
Snd diseases. 

"And another of their ideas Is that ws don't 
know anything about raising babies. Hindoo 
mothers, without exception, give opium to theli 
babies to make them sleep while they work In the 
fields. As a result a large proportion of the little 
Hindoo babies die before they are a year old. Most 
of the work amoug the natives Is surgical and the 
obstetric cases are the most interesting. This it 
because the natives haTs medicines of their own 
but know nothing of tbe use of the knife."

WOE OF HINDOO WOMEN 


When a Buddhist prays be Implores bis god 
tbst when be dies he shall not be cursed by be¬ 
ing born again as a woman or aa vermin. That 
is the attitude of the native men of India toward 
women and against which the missionaries In the 
Orient are directing all tbeir energy 

Dr. Eleanor Stephenson, a Brooklyn woman 
who has been practicing medicine in India for 
three years and who will return to her work 
there soon, makes an appeal to American women 
to go out there, the New York Evening Telegram 
says. 

"I want the women here to realize what it 
means to be born In America." she said recently. 
"To he born where a woman Is the backbone of 
the man. his strength and help In every way! 
Why. out In Ahmednagar, where my work 1*. a 
woman is no more than an animal. Sbe la for 
the purpose of raising children and that la ail. 
A man thlnka more of his cow—if be is lucky 
enough to have one—than be docs of hie wife. 

"A Hindoo husband will let hia wife die before 
h* will call in a man to give her medical or sur¬ 
gical treatment. That shows the need for women 
physicians In the Orient.” 

In Ahmednagar, which la an inland plateau 
about a hundred miles from Bombay, there are 
two physicians. Dr. Ruth Hume and Dr. Stephen¬ 
son, and one American trained nurse, Mlsa John¬ 
son. Under Mlsa Johnson there are 14 native 
women who bare bad some slight training and 
these help with the nursing. In the mission hos¬ 
pital which this handful of women run 15,000 
people were treated last year, an average of 41 
a day. These folk have come from a radius of 
about 60 miles, though some special cases have 
come aa far aa 300 miles.

The propose^ amendment to the 
constitution which will make legal be¬ 
yond all question the laying of the 
tax on Incomes, has been ratified al 
ready by the fallowing states: South I 
Carolina, Kentucky, Oklahoma, Illi¬ 
nois and Alabama'. It has been reject¬ 
ed by Virginia. The legislatures of 
the following stdtes are either now In 
session or have Jvjst adjourned and as 
yet no action bga'.iben taken by them 
on the constitutional amendment: 
Rhode Island, Ohlot Massachusetts. 
New Jersey. New York and Maryland’ 

■ Why It Was Submitted to States. 

It will be remembered that during 
the tariff debate early last spring the ! 
administration and the Republican 
leaders suggested that the Income tax j 
amendment to the constitution should 
be submitted to the state legislatures 
for action. This unquestionably was 
done in order to discourage income 
tax debate and the Introduction of 
amendments to the terifT bill. Of ' 
course It Is not Intended to say that 
the administration was not sincere In 
its desires to have income tax legisla¬ 
tion, If It ever should reach a legisla¬ 
tive form, put on safe ■ constitutional 
grounds. It la believed that President 
Taft Is In favor of the Income tax pro¬ 
vided It can be shown that It is nec¬ 
essary in order to raise revenue, but 
his friends say his "Judicial mind” is 
such that he does not want any legis¬ 
lation to go on the sUtute books un¬ 
less it is absolutely certain thatat has 
the constitution back of it. 
y As has been said, there are many 
friends and many fo^s of the Income 
tax amendment proposition in con¬ 
gress. Most of the friends of the 
measure come from the west and 
south, while the foes as a rule come 
from the east and northeast. Three- 
fourths of the state legislatures must 
ratify the proposed amendment before 
it can be put Into form and be given 
a place In the constitution of the 
United States. Within the next year 
21 states through their legislatures 
will have a chance to ratify the 
amendment The states that have rat¬ 
ified it and those whose legislatures 
are now In session but have taken no 
action, already have been named. The 
legislatures of the following states 
will meet and either sanction, reject 
or ignore the amendment within the 
next year: Indiana. Iowa. Missouri. 
Minnesota. Arkansas. Louisiana. Kan¬ 
sas. Nebraska. Nevada. North Caro¬ 
line, Michigan. Georgia, Colorado. Ore¬ 
gon. North Dakota. 8outh Dakota. Wy¬ 
oming. Washington. Wisconsin. Texas 
and Tennessee. 

Twelve That Are Doubtful. 

It can be said that the general opin¬ 
ion Is In Washington that all of the 
states last named will sanction the 
amendment. In three of these states 
the legislative sessions will open in 
the late spring or summer of this 
year. There are 12 states which will 
have legislative sessions In 1911 and : 
In these 12 there is great doubt 
whether affirmative action on the 
amendment will be taken. The 12 1 
states are California, Connecticut. Del¬ 
aware, Florida. Idaho. Maine. Mon 
> tana. New Hampshire. Pennsylvania, 
Utah, Vermont and West Virginia; 

Roosevelt Well Informed, 
i It Is a pretty thoroughly established 
\ fact that Theodore Roosevelt has in 
his possession an exhaustive letter 
written to him by Senator Ellhu Root 
of New York and giving In outline on 
account of the Taft administration 
from the fourth day of last March up 
to the time that the letter was penned 
early In February qf this year. 

There cannot be the slightest doubt 
that the New York senator, who was 
Mr. Roosevelt's secretary of state, 
wrote the letter in the hope that It 
wquld offset the statements of a num¬ 
ber of people who had gone out to 
meet Mr. Roosevelt to tell him that 
from their point of view, that of "pro¬ 
gression," the Taft administration has 
been a dire failure. 

. In several speeches made recently by 
Democrats of prominence and In one 
or two letters by men of that party 
of almost equal prominence, it has 
been held that Mr. Roosevelt himself 
is likely to be a big figure in the next 
national election. In these Demo¬ 
cratic epistles there has been lacking 
something or specific detail, and opin¬ 
ion Is pretty evenly divided as to 
whether the present minority party 
hopes that the former president will 
again be a candidate or that -the hope 
Is he will sanction the Taft adminis¬ 
tration and continue to support It 
through Its present term. Including 
the time when the present presiden; 
may be a candidate for reflection. 

Rely on Third Term Issue. 

There are many leading Democrats 
In Washington, Champ Clark among 
them, who seem to believe that if Mr. 
Roosevelt shoutd be nominated again 
for the presidency, the feeling against 
a “third term" on the part of the 
American people would be sure to de¬ 
feat him for office. 

The Democrats also are maintaining 
that if Mr. Roosevelt Indorses the 
Taft administration and continues to 
give It sanction, and hy the force of 
his support, brings about the renoni- 
Inatlon of the president for another 
term, the so-called Progressives 
among tho Republicans, who to some 
extent already seem to have deserted 
Mr. Taft at times, finally will desert 
Mr. Roosevelt and will pay no heed U 
his voice or his writings.

Louisville,. Ky—General indictment 
against the officers of the Citizens* 
Life Insurance Co., charging fraud, 
mismanagement and extravagance, Is 
contained in a suit hy William G. Rau, 
a stockholder, in which he seeks to 
head of an alleged proposed mer¬ 
ger of the Citizens’ Life and 
the Citizens' National Life Insur¬ 
ance Co. An injunction, preventing 
the transfer of the assets of the Cit¬ 
izens’ Life to the Citizens' National 
Life Is requested, and the plaintiff 
asks that the officials be required to 
appear before the court to answer or¬ 
ally regarding the financial condition 
of the former institution. If it is 
found insolvent a receiver is aakod. 
Apong the charges la one that W. H. 
Gregory, president of the two com¬ 
panies. and L. W. Key, fourth vice 
president of the defendant firms, have 
used funds of the Citizens' Life to 
lake up two notes executed by each 
of them for 19,760 each. The expanses 
of the company were exceseive, he 
said, and that in 1909 the company 
wasted $556,000 of an Income of $770,- 
002. There are many other similar 
charges, one being that the firm had 
some $30,000 on deposit in the Owens¬ 
boro Savings Imnk, which went to 
pieces. C-has. B. Pierce, first vice 
president of the Citizens' Life, acting 
for W. H. Gregory, who is out of town, 
denied all the charges, adding that 
Rau was acting for some one else be¬ 
hind a scheme to wreck the institu¬ 
tion. ' 


TARIFF QUESTION UPPERMOST 


President Anxious That Republican 
Meetings 8hall Indorse the Meas¬ 
ure—Income Tax Chances— 
Root’s Letter to Roosevelt 
—Third Term Issue. 


COUNCIL PASSES RIPPER BILL. 


■.outovllle. Ky.—Depriving City At 
torney Blakey of the power of ap¬ 
pointing all bis assistants save two. 
vested in him by existing ordinances 
and transferring this power of ap¬ 
pointment to the mayor, "a "ripper” bill 
was passed by the lower board of tho 
city council. 

The ordinance gives the mayor, with 
the approval of the board of aldermen, 
power to remove present incumbents 
st will and appoint a mayor's counsel, 
a tax attorney, a title attorney, a law 
accountant and three stenographers, 
to take tbe place of the city attor 
ney's bookkeeper and three stenog¬ 
raphers. 

This measure virtually accomplishes 
the objects sought in the “ripper bill" 
which failed to pass over the govern- 
or's veto in the senate, at Frankfort. 


Washington.—Within a short time 
» good many states that are normal¬ 
ly Republican, or In moat of which at 
least the Republicans have more than 
* fighting chance of victory, will hold 
conventions for the adoption of plat- 
•orms and the nomination of state of¬ 
ficials. As President Taft showed In 
his letter to the Republican editors 
tn Illinois, he Is anxious that his ad¬ 
ministration as a whole, shall be in¬ 
dorsed by the conventions, and that 
specific mention shall be made In 
words of commendation of the Payne- 
Aldrlch tariff bill 

This desire of the president to have 
the Republicans of the different states 
officially Indorse the measure to 
which, he gave his own sanction when 
he signed it, and later In his speech 
at Winona. Minnesota, Is likely to be 
provocative of trouble In perhaps a 
majority of the conventions. The In¬ 
diana state convention will be held 
soon, and there perhaps the question 
of whether or not to Indorse the tariff 
act. la the most crucial. 

It was supposed until recently, that 
Mr. Taft would rest content with a 
strong indorsement of his administra¬ 
tion generally, and would not press 
upon Republicans the necessity of giv¬ 
ing specific sanction to the, tariff bill, 
but the president seemingly has In 
mind a thought that Inasmuch as the 
tariff law Is a party act. any Ignoring 
of It in convention resolutions would 
be tantamount to an actual declara¬ 
tion that the party In some sections 
Is not satisfied with the measure. 

Not All Pleased with Bill. 

It is not at all a partisan view, for 
the facts are too plain to be denied, 
that there la In the Republican ranks 
in some places, decided dissatisfaction 
with some of the provisions of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. The admin¬ 
istration knows this, and all the mem¬ 
bers of the administration's party 
know It. and the party members real¬ 
ize and say publicly that the situation 
which will confront them In the state 
conventions Is a delicate one. 

There are several high-tariff Repub¬ 
licans who formerly were members of 
congress, and whose terms of office 
expired last March, who have been in 
Washington to tell the president that 
while it Is possible that they were de¬ 
feated because they were high tariff 
men. It le nevertheless true that the 
standpat element of the party, even 
In'the states where downward re¬ 
vision principles are popular. Is still 
strong, and that this element would 
resent at the polls any attempt to 
sidetrack resolutions Indorsing all of 
the acts of the administration. Inclu¬ 
ding. of course, that which led to the 
signing of the tariff bill. 

The revision-downward Republicans, 
'specially those from states where 
the situation la such as It is la Indi¬ 
ana. say that if the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill Is Indorsed In the state con¬ 
ventions. thousands upon thousands of 
Republicans either will stay away 
r rom the polls or will go there to vote 
the Democratic ticket. So It Is that 
the president has had both sides of 
the matter put up to him and he has 
been forced to determine what to do. 
He apparently thinks that because the. 
tariff bill was a Republican measure, 
the members of the party, even 
though they do not like the tariff law. 
should smother their dislikes and be 
willing to have the measure Indorsed 
ts one to which the party has given 
Its adherence. 

The Situation In Indiana. 

In Indiana when some of the Repub¬ 
lican district conventions were held 
lor the purpose of chooBlng state com¬ 
mitteemen, the administration was 
given support In resolutions, but as 
Tar as the tariff was concerned the 
delegates contented themselves with 
commending President Taft for his 
earnest efforts to secure frreal tariff 
commission The Democrats and some 
at the hlgh-tariff Republicans, say 
that this was simply beating the devil 
around the stump, and that the sin¬ 
gling out of the tariff commission ef- 
’orts of the president for approbation, 
simply resulted In calling sharp atten¬ 
tion to the fact that words of praise 
lor the main tariff act had been with¬ 
held 

It Is Impossible yet to tell what the 
rndiana State Republican convention 
will do In the matter of the tariff. The 
Democrats say they do not care much 
whether the Hoosler Republicans in¬ 
dorse the tariff act or not. for If lg is 
indorsed the low-tariff Republicans 
will be disgruntled and If It Is not In¬ 
dorsed the disgruntlement will be that 
»f the hlgh-tariff Republicans. The 
Democrats seem to see victory for 
themselves either way. On the other 
tand the Republicans declare that 
their party always has had the ability 
to get together when the danger of 
jelng split asunder seemed most Im¬ 
minent. and they expross the belief 
’hat history will repeat itself in the 
tear future.

Efforts are Just as essential on the 
part of the Individual himself as they 
are upon the part of the station work¬ 
ers. I suggest, therefore, that while 
we hold the station workers to prac¬ 
tical and vigorous wotk we farmer* 
ourselves must consult our own Inter¬ 
ests by giving careful and thoughtful 
consideration to all the facta that 
these learned «6bn lay before us, eith¬ 
er to approved utilise or to form a 
basis of criticism or inquiry. 

Selection of th* Bear. 

No matter how many sows ari kept 
on the farm the selection of the boar 
is of great Importance. There are 
many pure bred hogs in all parts of 
the country, so there is no reason for 
of a scrub boar by anyone, 
says the Swineherd. 

The character of the get of a scrub 
boar Is guesswork, whereas with the 
pure bred boar there is some assur¬ 
ance that his get will be uniform and 
of a quality Indicated by his ances¬ 
tors. When possible the board should 
be selected on the place where he was 
raised.

There Is a difference of opinion 
among ranchers regarding the pulling 
ability of each horse In a team. Some 
are of the opinion that the horse ahead 
Is pulling the most and vice versa.
